Out of all the investigations 
started by many different agencies 
Srew expressions of belief that 
greater care was needed to pro- 
tect the madman's isic, only two 
of whose seventy-five structures 
were declared by Superintendent 
Marcus B. Heyman to be fireproof. 
Coupled with the assertion of Dr. 
Heyman that a fire much more se- 
rious than that of yesterday 
threatens the island at any time, 
came a statement from the Na- 
tional Board of Fire Underwrit- 
ers, which in 1920 surveyed the in- 
stitution, declaring that “the terri- 
ble holocaust serves again to em- 
phasize the danger of death from 
fire that exist in such institutions 
throughout the country.” 
“Unfortunately,” said W. E. Mal- 
lalieu general manager of the 
board, “tne conditions at Ward's 
Islands are by no means unique. 
Our records show that, on the av- 
ernge at least one hospital, asylum

BLASTING BLAMED

Brig.-Gen. Edwin Burr of the 
Army Engineers Corps, directing 
the blasting operations, after a 
separate investigation, denied vig-. 
orourly the theory that a shock 
was responsible for the fire.

Louis Pilcher, State archi- 
tect, who was quoted yesterday by 
Dr. Hyman as expressing surprise 
that more patients had not per- 
ished because ot the age and con- 
dition of the building, aid today 
that the building was not a fire 
trap. When it was built. in 1870, 
he said it was considered as fire- 
proof as any structure of the time. 


TANK CAUSED DAMAGE 


Mr. Pilcher said that one of the 
main reasons for the great loss of 
life was the collapse of a two-and- 
one-half-ton tank, which. tore a 
hole in the roof. The tank fell so 
as to cut off all exits from the sec- 
tion of the building.in which the 
fire raged, and the hole contrib- 
uted a draught that fanned the 
da mes. 

The attendants who played the 
biggest part in the rescue work 
told the various investigators how 
electric lights flickering out had 
been their first warning, how they 
had seen the flames shoot down 
from. the ceiling, how one had 
manned the hose, while the others 
rousecthe patients with a break- 
fast call and hurried them down 
the fire escapes.
